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In addition to the Rambler team, 
there were plenty of area athletes 
that helped their teams compete on 
a nightly basis. 

So after selecting the top players 
in the area, the Charlevoix County 
News is proud to announce that the 
2014 Player of the Year is Boyne 
City sophomore Emma Shumaker. 

Shumaker, the Ramblers pitching 
ace, finished 18-6 on the season for 
the Division III District champion 
and Lake Michigan Conference co- 
champions. 

Emma faced 619 batters this sea- 
son, tossing 135 innings, while 
striking out 130, walked 44, allowed 
43 earned runs and finished with 
an ERA of 1.92.

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Defensively from inside the cir- 
cle, Shumaker had a .900 fielding 
percentage with seven putouts and 
20 assists. 

And while her ability to keep hit- 
ters off balance with her outstand- 
ing control by changing speeds and 
locations, Emma’s biggest contribu- 
tion may have come from the offen- 
sive side of the plate. 

Shumaker finished with a .333 
batting average (more than .100 
points higher than her freshman 
season), pounding out 26 hits in 78 
trips to the plate, including six dou- 
bles, one triple and two home runs, 
while walking 13 times, and knock- 
ing in 19 RBIs from the top of the 
Rambler lineup. Her slugging per- 

centage was .513 and had a .430 on- 
base percentage. 

Emma was an All-Conference, 
All-District and All-Region selec- 
tions and an All-State honorable 
mention as a pitcher. 

“Emma’s biggest attributes this 
year, is she is mentally a stronger 
pitcher,” Boyne coach Sandy 
Clausen said.
